The principal elem ent in the w ar potential of 
i any country is. in these days, steel capacity. 
The 
real power of the United States rests upon the fact 
tha t it has the plant and raw m aterials to produce 
96,696,000 tons of steel every year. 
As com pared 
to the United States, Soviet Russia has a capacity 
of 26.500,000 tons. 
It is. however, im portant to 
note that while Soviet Russia produced no steel in 
1917, it is now in second place. 
Furtherm ore, in a 
totalitarian country, the governm ent is in a posi­ 
tion to use the entire output of any commodity 
w ithout the slightest regard to consum ers’ neces­ 
sities.

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HIGHER TAXES AHEAD 
Two things seem certain abo ut the new 
tax measure which is in the fo rmativ e stage 
in Washingto n. The tax es will be less than 
President Truman asked fo r and they will be 
mo re than mo st o f us wo uld like to pay . The 
increases will be felt in many fo rms, but 
ex cise tax es and increased inco me tax es will 
pro bably affect the mo st peo ple. 
Inco me tax es may be hiked twelv e and a 
half per cent. To the wage earner this will 
be no small matter. Auto mo biles, gaso line, 
liquo r and beer will be mo re co stly because 
if higher federal tax es. It is unlikely that 
any part o f the pro po sed tax measure will 
beco me law befo re September o r Octo ber 
but the pro spect o f the increases is no t ex ­ 
pected to brighten v acatio ns. 
The new tax es are to do a two -fo ld jo b. 
They will help to pay fo r the co st o f rearm­ 
ing o urselv es and o ur allies o n a pay -as-y o u- 
go basis. They will also take so me mo ney 
o ut o f circulatio n and thus, the go v ernment 
eco no mists ho pe, help to prev ent inflatio n 
fro m beco ming wo rse. 
No o ne likes to pay tax es. But defense is 
co stly . The need to curb inflatio n is o b­ 
v io us. The new measures may no t succeed 
co mpletely but they may serv e to be a par­ 
tial check. This wo uld be so me co nso latio n 
to the indiv idual who faces the unpleasant 
pro spect o f pay ing the highest tax es in the 
histo ry o f the co untry .

STUDY OF GEOGRAPHY 
Results o f a natio nwide surv ey o f co llege 
students by the New Yo rk Times indicate a 
surprising ex tent o f igno rance o f the United 
States and the wo rld. Slightly mo re than 
fo rty -fiv e per cent o f tho se questio ned were 
able to giv e the appro x imate po pulatio n o f 
the United States; o nly abo ut sev enteen per 
cent knew’ ho w many peo ple liv e in the 
So v iet Unio n. 
Questio ns as to the principal ex po rts and 
impo rts o f the natio ns o f the wo rld receiv ed 
ev en fewer co rrect answers. At a perio d in 
histo ry when natio ns are beco ming mo re 
and mo re interrelated thro ugh trade and 
mutual need this lack o f geo graphic kno wl­ 
edge amo ng co llege students is alarming. 
Mo st o f the wro rld pro blems which call fo r 
understanding and so lutio n are the result o f 
geo graphic o r eco no mic facto rs o r are in­ 
fluenced by them. 
To place all the blame o n o ur educatio nal 
sy stems fo r this lack o f interest in the make­ 
up o f the wo rld wo uld be o v ersimplificatio n. 
Geo graphy is o ne o f the first subjects taught 
in scho o l and all co lleges hav e adv anced 
co urses in this study . It may be that a lack 
o f emphasis o n the related subjects has led 
to this neglect o f geo graphy . 
It is the jo b o f the scho o ls to mo tiv ate 
learning. The mere facts taught in the class­ 
ro o m are easily fo rgo tten unless a desire 
to retain them and to add to them beco mes 
ingrained in the student. Educato rs might 
do well to po int o ut mo re o ften and mo re 
fo rcefully the permanent impo rtance and the 
special timely significance o f the study o f 
geo graphy .

YOUR BLOOD PRESSURE 
There is no group tha t knows more ab out ill­ 
ness and health, life and death, than our insurance 
medical examiners. The 
longer they can 
keep 
policyholders alive and well, the longer will these 
policyholders continue to pay their annual prem ­ 
iums. This is the reason that insurance companies 
offer a free medical or physical exam ination a t 
stated periods and why so m any policy holders 
take advantage of these examinations, which help 
to keep them in good health and postpone serious 
illness and perhaps death. 
The commonest health sub ject discussed toda> 
is b lood pressure b ecause there are so m any cases 
of heart stroke (coronary throm b osis), due to high 
b lood pressure and hardening of the weak-walled 
b lood vessels. 
The latest contrib ution to our health an a hap­ 
piness in recent years from these life insurance 
exam iners is their finding and announcem ent that 
their own figures as to the normal b lood pressure 
have b een too low. The middle-aged m an ’s norm a 
b lood pressure, they say, should b e placed at 160 
instead of the present 140. Thus, an individual w ith 
b lood pressure of 160, who has b een living alm ost 
the life of a heart invalid, can now relax. 
The president of the Am erican H eart Associa­ 
tion, Dr. H ow ard B. Sprague, in a b ooklet pub ­ 
lished b y the Pub lic Affairs Com m ittee entitled 
“Your Blood Pressure and Your A rteries." states, 
“The tensions of our tim es will tak e their toll of 
our leaders unless the people under pressure take 
certain precautions. The pressure is on again. ®nsi- 
ness, governm ent, and industry are m arshalling 
strength to b uild the country’s defenses. The age 
b racket from 32 on roughly corresponds to the ages 
which high b lood pressure develops." 
These precautions do not include sitting down 
and doing nothing. Dr. Sprague points out tha t m ost 
people with high b lood pressure can do more for 
themselves than can b e accomplished b y drugs or 
surgical cutting of nerves to reduce pressure. First, 
face your worries, as we all have them, and if you 
don’t know the answer, talk to your doctor. 
Some of the few short rules are: (1) W alk, 
never run, upstairs. (2) Quit anything b efore you 
get overtired. (3) Relax or nap twice a day. (4) 
Eat four or five light meals instead of three heav­ 
ier meals. (5) Go easy on coffee and tob acco. (6) 
If possib le, quit work early and exercise outdoors 
for an hour. (7) Go to b ed well b efore m idnight.

Arizona, in a 
very crude way, duplicates all the 
crookedness of the Nqw Deal in 
New York, Boston and Jersey City 
and the Trum an F air Deal in K an­ 
sas City, St. Louis and the W hite 
H ous e / Arizona is im m ature, in­ 
competent, insolvent and incoher­ 
ent and never has b een w orthy of 
statehood.

STEEL 
The principal elem ent in the w ar potential of 
any country is. in these days, steel capacity. 
The 
real power of the United States rests upon the fact 
th a t it has the plant and raw m aterials to produce 
96,696,000 tons of steel every year. 
As com pared 
to the United States, Soviet Russia has a capacity 
of 26.500.000 tons. 
It is. however, im portant to 
note that while Soviet Russia produced no steel in 
1917, it is now in second place. 
Furtherm ore, in a 
to talitarian country, the governm ent is in a posi­ 
tion to use the entire output of any commodity 
without the slightest regard to consum ers’ neces­ 
sities. 
Comparing the w estern powers with the Soviet 
satellites, these are the figures: 
W estern Powers 
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HIGHER TAXES AHEAD 
Two things seem certain about the new 
tax measure which is in the formative stage 
in Washington. The taxes will be less than 
President Truman asked for and they will be 
more than most of us would like to pay. The 
increases will be felt in many forms, but 
excise taxes and increased income taxes will 
probably affect the most people. 
Income taxes may be hiked twelve and a 
half per cent. To the wage earner this will 
be no small matter. Automobiles, gasoline, 
liquor and beer will be more costly because 
if higher federal taxes. It is unlikely that 
any part of the proposed tax measure will 
become law before September or October 
but the prospect of the increases is not ex­ 
pected to brighten vacations. 
The new taxes are to do a two-fold job. 
They will help to pay for the cost of rearm­ 
ing ourselves and our allies on a pay-as-you- 
go basis. They will also take some money 
out of circulation and thus, the government 
economists hope, help to prevent inflation 
from becoming worse. 
No one likes to pay taxes. But defense is 
costly. The need to curb inflation is ob­ 
vious. The new measures may not succeed 
completely but they may serve to be a par­ 
tial check. This would be some consolation 1 
to the individual who faces the unpleasant 
prospect of paying the highest taxes in the 
history of the country. 


STUDY OF GEOGRAPHY 
Results of a nationwide survey of college 
students by the New York Times indicate a 
surprising extent of ignorance of the United 
States and the world. Slightly more than 
forty-five per cent of those questioned were j 
able to give the approximate population of 
the United States; only about seventeen per 
cent knew how many people live in the 
Soviet Union. 
Questions as to the principal exports and 
imports of the nations of the world received 
even fewer correct answers. At a period in 
history when nations are becoming more 
and more interrelated through trade and 
mutual need this lack of geographic knowl­ 
edge among college students is alarming. 
Most of the world problems which call for 
understanding and solution are the result of 
geographic or economic factors or are in­ 
fluenced by them. 
To place all the blame on our educational 
systems for this lack of interest in the make­ 
up of the world would be oversimplification.
